It is well khown 'in support of -the 
tlieory that wrecks- p6;jun)f3iHbavQit»eepj 
found on this cQa?fe;aiiijjnrge quantities 
of beeswax, the principal article of 
traffic found on the beach. Certes 
there is a reaeniblaiice to the cele.stials, 
espociftUy the eyes and facial contour, 
more noticeable when the Indian is 
shorn of his greasy locks, which was 
done aa a inodo of punishment for 
miaor offetices in lieu of imprisonment. 
The etiiployda of the Hudson Bay Co. 
may very properly be classed a.s tlio 
uioneors of the white race in this [iro- 
vince. These, under the auspices of 
8ir James Dougla.s, Roderick Fiidny- 
son, Chas. ?i6o3, A. Lee Lewis, .■-■jttled 
in Victoria in 1848 and were sub.sc- 
quently joined by the Frehch-Ca'na:dian 
voyageura' from Hud-son Bay and the 
Red Rivor setllorneats. Next in the 
order as pioneers came two .small colo- 
nies of colored people from California. 
Theso were .induced by, real or imagin- 
ary grievances to migrate from their 
native or adopted country. Capt. 
NTaglo first addressed them in Zioii's 
Methodist Church at San Francisco m 
Fobruary, 1858, and the then Gover- 
nor Douglas welcorued the first iustaii- 
went to Victoria in April and the se- 
cond ia,J^^j,o| tjia aiqie year,, uromis- 
ing ari3 a3auring;tliem''|,i)f pequal; rights 
aud privileges with those ;«xtended to 
the whites. Fivo acres ; of land on 
what is now known an Pioneer street 
was purchased for residence purjjosea, 
and the price paid was fivo dollars per 
ftcre. Almost simultaneous with this 
movement came^ the discovery of gold 
deposits on the bars aud benches of the 
Fraser river which caused tho rush of 
pioneers, miners, merchants, farmers 
and jirtiEans. Every available steam 
or sailing ship, waa pressed :ioto the ser- 
vice of bringing passengers and freight 
from California; b'uf the' history of 
that remarkable influx of population 
and consequent exodus has been writ- 
ten. Whilst those still remaining with 
whom we have now to do may well be 
claBsed in the category of pioneers of 
Uritish Columbia, 'i Victoria, under 
ibis impetus, soon became a city of 
oon8ider9b}Q/impprtance,-alt^]>\igb, rival 
towns sprang up mushroom-like on the 
American side; but theso were soon 
abandoned, and Victoria, Langley, 
Hope and Yalo becamn the leading 
pUces, Gradually the minors worked 
tbfiir.toilaome way up the Fraser and 
iWsB&psODi'and iii ^IB50' lo-the-Ques- 
nolle and Horse-Fly rivers; then in 'GO 
aacendod 'the North Fork to Cariboo 
Uk<CirAfe'.this time Keitliley and Har- 
Tty 'discovered the rich creeks which 
still bear their respectable names. 
tJnowshoo and Swamp rivers were also 
eKplored and in September of the same 
fc&T a party of pioneer' prospectors, 
coniiating of Capt Bowen, John Rose, 
B. McDonald and Geo. Weaver crossed 
tho mountain on &now-shbes southward 
and discovered Antler creek. " Wil- 
Ham," the richest creek ever discovered 
ia the Worldi was pi-bspected in Miiy, 
*fll, but nntil Augu3fc~tho miners had 
only heen working the top dirt down 
to the blue clay, but in that month 
MeBsra. Abbott & Co, dug through the 
clay and found the rich deposit on and 
in the slate bed-rock. The news of 
these discoveries soon .reached Victoria 
akd California, and another. episode oc- 
Gurrec|'iw.hi<^h:migh|J)eJher^ raljuded to 
as ihd Cariboo ' rush " of ' '6 1 ' And ' G 2 .

vessel is now lying in the West .India 
Docks which has lately arrived with one 
of tho moat curious and iutcrestmg cargoes 
over shioped and delivorod. She is tho 
atoamship Diana, a yacht of only one hun- 
dred, hnd four toria register, and is owned 
by tho Hiidabi^ Bay Co. In the middle 
of last .Tuho the 'little craft sailed from 
CJlasi;ow for tho cbm'piiny'a settlement at 
the entrance of Hudson Bay, whore aho 
casfc anchor on tho 22ad of July. Tho 
rivers wldch f:ill into tlio sea nt this por- 
tion of tho Labrador co.aat swarm with 
tho finest salmon and tho Diana waa bound 
on a fishing ontorpriso of a kind to make tho 
auylars of tho Tay, tho Severn or thoNor- 
wugiaii streams exclaim "Prodigious I" 
By way of creol or fishing basket she was 
fitted up with a refrigerating chamber and 
this bomg prepared tlio salmon catching 
commenced. Tho fish were plentiful and 
in the best possible' condition, so that dur- 
ing the month of August the Diana stow- 
ed away as many as six thousand spoci- 
niena, weighing in all about thirty-one 
tons. This would give .an average of four- 
teen or fifteen pounds per fish— the most 
marketable size. In the beginning of 
Soptember tho littlo steamer put forth 
again to croaa tho Atlantic, and she enter- 
ed the docks at London at tho end of thu 
month. The refrigerating room was open- 
ed, and tho six thousand salmon were 
found to bo in tho most perfoct condition, 
entirely unchanged from tho moment 
when they wore suspendud in silvery rows 
along tho drying-rods of tho chamber. 
This, however, was only the evidence of 
eyo-sight ; andjtho palato and the digestion 
had to pronounce a final verdict on tho 
success or failure of the exijoriment. Many 
of tho fish wero taken out, soaked for an 
hour or two in cold water to molt gra- 
dually tho frozen tlcsh, and then didy 
cooked with tho result, we are assured, 
that it wasutterly impoiisible to tell theout- 
lets of boiled "head and shoulders" thus 
obtained from the froslieat and cleaneBt 
run fish which passes from the pool di- 
rectly into thu kettle. Tho tloah ia de- 
clared to bo quite firm and pure, tho lla- 
vour absolutely unimpaired, aud tho 
' 'curd" about which every connoisseur is 
justly particular exhibits I 'itself ;.as freely 
and richly as upon tho iBakes of a aoasona- 
bio Tay fish. I5riefly, in whatever state 
tho salmon enters the drying and cooling 
chamber in that same state it emerges. 
No structural or chemical change wliat- 
over supervenes; every organic process is 
arrested by tho touch of the artificial 
winter superinduced.™ Tha b^th.of ordin- 
ary cold water restores tlie salmon' to its 
exact original condition and it nmat then, 
of course, be dressed at once. If theso 
assurances are true — of which littlo doubt 
need be entertained — hero ia a cargo of 
delicious fresh food coming after netted 
fish are out of oeaaon but as good ;i3 can 
bo asked forand the supply inexhaustible. 
It appears to be all one how long tho 
salmon remain under tho influence of tho 
process; bo it a day or a year they emerge 
in tho same excellent order. So well es- 
tablished ia this fact that the Orient Steam 
Navigation Co. has just purchased fivo 
tons, or about eight hundred fish, from 
the cargo of tho Diana, intending to carry 
them to Australia for tho Melbourne and 
Sydney markets. At the present moment 
tho littlo steamer is daily delivering from 
her frozen stores a supply for the Loudon 
salesmen, it being merely -necessary to 
keep up the low temperature " of the fish 
room to hand the salmon over, rigid as 
bars of silver, but otherwise exactly as 
thoy came out of the Labrador rapida. 

TlIK rROCESS 

by which so remarkable a feat has been 
accomplished is as interesting as tho car- 
go itself. All is effected by sucli a " lis!i- 
safo" as tho Dianapossesses byapurely me- 
chanical mode, involving some of tlu; most 
marvellous facts of pneumatics. A "com- 
pression cylinder," worked, of course, by 
steam; pumps air from the provision 
room, and condenses it. This would pro- 
duce great heat, except that tho air thus 
violently compressed is at the same time 
cooled by injected water. Thus pressed 
and tepid, tho air passes into contact with 
water spray, becoming further cooled, and 
then, after going into a system of drying 
pipes, where it parts with all moisture, it 
enters an "expansion cylinder." Sudden- 
ly liberated hero, it first of all develops 
groat force, so helping to drive ita own 
machinery, and at tho same moment- -by 
a well-known law of atmosphere— gives 
rise to an intense cold, which it carries 
with it into tho freezing compartments. 
Forty or fift^ .degi;ee8^ bolow zero _ are 
found to ' f lirnisK 'the be8t'':'practicar rii 
suits, but it is quite easy by such a pro- 
cess to obtatn a temperature of one luin- 
drcd degfc^.--. below zero, which i.s lower 
than anything experienced in Arctic lati- 
tudes, and compared'with whicli, indo'od, 
the North Pole itself would jn-obably 
prove "very mild." The air, thus in- 
tensely rarificd and chilled, soon stiflcna, 
freezes, and locks up in changeless condi- 
tion any fresh moat or fish. Buckota of 
water aro congealed into blocks of ico by 
its passage. As it grows less cold it can 
usefully refrigerate .vfinc, jpreserve vege- 
tables, and cool tho deisks or. hold of o. 
vessel in the tropics. It passes ordinar- 
ily over tlio drying pipes, and buck again 
into tho "compressing cylinder," accom- 
plishing a perpetual round of duty. A 
vessel fitted .with this extremely scientific 
apparatus carrics^wintor ^vith her as a 
sort of''fam'iliaV'pt58engor.'r'$he can keep 
her cabins and 'twoen-dcck always de- 
lightfully cool, oven under the eciuator; 
she can manufacture two or three hun- 
dred weight of table-icc a day; her sick- 
bay can bo made as refreshing and healthy 
as a Scotch .fl»ountaiif-tpp; and slio can 
serve 'out p'erfectly frefil^proyisioiis every 
day of her voyage, if she 'has' tskon thoni 
on' board at starting. The Diana has 
brought cutlets enough to furnish ma- 
terial for a very widespread public judg- 
ment, and if this bo favorable, BaJomil at 
a shilling a pound ought by-and-byo to 
bo obtainable all the year round in Ijovi-

Court of BritiaJi Columbia, 'i'he appeal 
ia liinitod to the issues of, .lav.' raised by 
the pl(iading»- The judgment upon the 
issues of fact will be rehe'artt before the 
full Court at Victoria. 

Mr. A. K. R. Davie for plaintifl" aaid 
that if tho defendant's contention wore 
correct his client would b<^ subject to two 
diflbront appeals to CanadaTTrone upon tho 
donnirror and the other upw the facts. 
The tirat would, not lie alo^^, as the judg- 
ment upon tho demurrer did not dispose 
of tho whole case, and tlioro would bo the 
anoinnly of tho Doniiiiion Court sitting in 
appeal on one brancli of the case, while 
the Provincial Court was concurrently 
dealing with aiiotlior. He would ask tho 
Chief justice to add to the case that tho 
appeal upon the facts was pending hero 
so that the Supreme Court of Canada 
might know th.-it tho judgment upon tlie 
domun-ur iliii not di-sposo of the ciiao, and 
he believed the rusiilt would be tliat the 
Doiuiuiou Court would reject the present 
appeal as it was not from a final judg- 
inent. His client waa only too an.^ioua to 
hi^ve the case terminated, and would fa- 
cilitate an ai)peal properly taken, but did 
not wish ti> be harrasscd by two appeals, 
oc incur tlio expenses of one which most 
likely would-be rejected for want of juris- 
diction. 

Ilia Lurdship considered it was for llie 
Dominion Court to say whether tho ap- 
peal was from a final judgment disposing 
of the whole case, and settled tho case, 
adding, at request of plaintift's counsel, 
that an apjjcal upon tlie facts was pond- 
ing in British Columbia.

Loss Of tlie Frlacess IKoyal. 

The report received here a few days 
ago tliattho II. B. Co. 's barque Princess 

Royal had boon lost in the .\tlantic ocean 
wa.s not generally credited; but tho fol- 
lowing extract taken from a late Quebec 
exehango acts tho matter at rest. There 
is now no further room for doubt but 
tlutt this favorite vessel has gone down 
with her valuable cargo of general mer- 
chandi.io for this city:— 

On Thursday evening, Nov. 10th, the 
stoanier C!olaii\l)ia, when in lat. 44° 54', 
long. 41° 10', saw a banjuo in tho distance 
just leaving another and apparently tak- 
ing tho crow ofl' the latter. Within an 
liour after tlie abandoned barque was 
reachod, and it waa then fottnd sho was 
tho I'rinceaa Royal of Gronook. There 
was a large hole in her stern through 
which the wator waa rushing, and tho 
saila were almost blown away. She ap- 
peared to bo sinking and waa not board- 
ed. The ship which had taken the crow 
otl' was bound eastward and did not come 
within speaking distance of tho steamer. 
From thon until the Columbia's arrival, a 
strong westerly wind prevailed. The 
barque Princess Royal referred to above 
was a vessel of 503 tons register, built at 
Mil wall iin 1854 and owned by the H. B. 
Co., London. She sailed from Loudon 
on September 30th for Vancouver Island 
and passed Deal the following day. [Tho 
H. B. Co. managers hero still discredit 
the report, and are of opinion that tho 
lost ship ia not tho vessel belonging to 
tho Company. They base their opinion 
on tho fact that no information luia come 
to hand from London stating that tho 
ship bound for this port is lost. — Ed.]

Oonservativa Oonvontlon in Toronto. 

The following is from the New York 
Herald in advance of our Eastern ex 
changes : 

ToiiONTO, Nov. 23, 1 SSL— The ban- 
quet to Sir John A.. Alacdonald to- 
night, in Pavilion;' was admitted by 
Ministers present to be the greatest 
political dinner ever, held- in Canada. 
All the ministers except Tupper,!RIdus- 
soau, and Langevin were present. 
These were unavoidably absent. The 
premier reviewed his long jjCaijeer wjth 
mingled pathos and huthor, ins 'speech 
being one of tho happiest- efforts of his 
lifetime. Tie announced the receipt of 
the determination of a syndicate to run 
the Canada Pacific lino to the shore of 
Lake Superior. It will cost more, but 
the railway will thereby be finished in 
five years instead of ten. This will 
throw supplies for railways into On- 
tario hands and make Aiuericnn chance 
of supplying material greater. He 
announced tlic determination of his 
government to sink or swim by a pro- 
tection policy. He denounced inde- 
pendence and veiled tixachcry, and 
said it meant annexation. If given a 
choice between indeiiondciicc and an- 
nexation he would unhesitatingly vote 
for annexation. He ridiculed imperial 
federation, and said that in Canadian 
afl'airs ho tvas a home ruler. Tilley 
defended the financial policy of the 
government and said the surplus next 
year would be over $5,000,000. The 
government proposed to take oil' the 
tiuty on tea and cofl'ee. Tliia will re- 
Htore the wliolesalo trade with New 
York, now almost at a standstill. Ho 
said that, come what may, they would 
stand firmly by protection to native in- 
dustry. The general results • may be 
summed up as a declaration of unswerv- 
ing loyalty, determined adherence to 
protection and vigorous colonization 
policy in the Northwest. This will be 
the appeal in 1883. 

At the liberal conservative conven- 
tion to-day resolutions, prepared by a 
committee, were read. 'These occupied 
twelve pages of foolscap, and may be 
briefly summed up as endorsing tho 
national policy and syndicate bargain, 
complimenting the ministry and ex- 
pressing gratification at Sir John A. 
Macdonald's restoration. 

Sir Leonard Tilley addressed the 
meeting. His speech was an elaborate 
defence of the national policy and 
syndicate; bargain. Ho said in refer- 
ence to tho national policy that it had 
resulted in a surplus of $8,000,000, 
which will bo still further increased 
next year, though the government con- 
templated recommending a reduction 
of certain duties' which would not in- 
terfere with native industry. He de- 
fended his surplus in opposition to a 
policy of deficits and .said by the time 
tlie Canadian Pacific railway was built 
be hoped to have enough to discbarge 
the government's obligations on the 
rond. He said he understood the rail- 
way would be finished by 1890. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said tliat he 
learned from the president of the com- 
pany that if no unforeseen difficulties 
intervened the road would be built and 
in running order by five years from 
next summer. Ho hoped, therefore, to 
look upon the road before necessity 
compelled bim to look down^^on it in 
the character of an angel.

At Gl uigow Jii Wednesday^ afternoon 
2(;th October was unveiled -^b]^ the Veiy 
Rev. Principal Oilird tliel statute of this 

distinguished divine. It is over eight years 
since the movement was set on foot, but 
various ciroumstanccs, notably the City 
of Glasgow Bank disaster,dclayed its con- 
summation. The statute is placed in one 
of the sections of ornamental grpmid im- 
mediately to tho right of the Barony 
ciiurch. Curiously cnougli it ia the site 
on which stood Darnley's cottage — the 
building in which tho ill-fated earl lay 
sick, and from which ho was removed to 
Edinburgh by Queen IMary shortly before 
the tragedy of Kirk-o'-field. 

Tho statute is nine feet high and stands 
on a pedestal of grey granite ten feet high. 
Tho pedestal is of gothic design in harm- 
ony with tho surroundings and boars on 
the front tho aiinple w-orda: "Norman 
Macleod, 18P2-1872. " The statute ia 
from the studio of Mr. .Tolin Mossman of 
Cilasgow and ia an excellent work of art. 
Dr. Macleod is represented in the act of 
expounding tho scriptures, with the right 
arm by his aide and tho left slightly rais- 
ed, and clasping in tho hand a half closed 
Biblo; tho llowing Geneva gown of tho 
Presbyterian minister with tho hood of 
the doctor of divinity forming suitable 
drapery. Ho is ropresontcd in tho court 
dress he wore as moderator of the general 
assembly, ^Mle,on hia breast is soon the 
badge of deiim of the' Chapel Royal. 

Although the state is principally duo to 
the congregation of the Barony church, 
yet contributions camo from all ranks and 
cLisses, from the nobles of the land as well 
as from the humblostpoaaant and also from 
men of diU'erent religions. Among stran- 
gers who contributed are the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, the late Doan Stanley, 
Sir Farrar Hersclioll, Jlarquia of Bute, 
itc. , &c.
